CHP, fire officials' controversy

The question of whether the California 
Highway Patrol should call the County 
Fire Department to accidents was fan­ 
ned into controversy today with the 
charge that accident victims are dying 
needlessly. 
County Fire Department Batt. Chief 
Richard L. Minor said, “ We’ve had guys 
burn up in cars that never would have 
had to die.” He blamed the snafu on the 
policy of the CHP in not calling county 
fire units to the scene of an accident im­ 
mediately. 
“ There have been accidents where am­ 
bulance crews have asked for fire units 
to be called and the CHP said. ‘No 
way.’” 
CHP Lt. Richard Dzamba confirmed 
that the CHP doesn’t call the fire depart­ 
ment until their patrolmen arrive on the 
scene and determine that fire units are 
necessary. “ The CHP is responsible for 
investigation of accidents and the care of 
the victims. We call an ambulance if 
needed and the fire department if 
needed.” 
Dzamba said he and his superiors met 
with County Fire Chief John Risdon and 
his chief deputy, yesterday and that all 
the officials reaffirmed the policy of 
selectively calling the fire department, 
rather than routinely calling for as­ 
sistance. 
“ We have to avoid overresponse 
because we’re responsible for the total 


scene.” Dzamba said, and added, “ if we 
see that we’ll be delayed in getting to the 
scene of an injury accident and that the 
fire department can get there sooner, we 
call the fire department.” 
Statements by Minor appeared to dis­ 
pute the latter statement. He described 
an injury accident in Vandenberg Village 
involving a boy who lay injured only a 
short distance from the Fire Station on 
Burton Mesa Boulevard. “ The CHP units 
had to come past our station to get to the 
accident,” he said. “ If the boy had been 
bleeding badly, he could have been in 
serious condition by the time the CHP 
arrived.” 
Minor also talked about the recent ac­ 
cident on Highway 1 near Harris Grade 
in which two persons were fatally in­ 
jured. Minor said county firefighters 
rolled on that one and “ began to give 
mouth to mouth breathing procedures.” 
“ They both died,” but, and Minor’s voice 
trailed off. “ We’ve had so many inci­ 
dents, you wouldn’t believe,” he said 
finally. 


Minor also talked about the Santa 
Maria accident involving two brothers on 
a motorcycle. He said the accident oc- 
cured a short distance from the Santa 
Maria County Fire Station “ When the 
CHP arrived on the scene, they called an 
ambulance 
and then called for a 
wrecker, because the two victims and 
their motorcycle were underneath the 
wrecked car. We weren’t called, and

Meany launched the AFL-CIO’s national 
convention in typical fashion — portray- 
ng President Ford as an actor using the

The AFL-CIO president let loose 
Thursday in a speech that criticized the 
administration's economic and foreign 
policies and called for new leadership. 
But Meany saved his most pointed 
criticism for Federal Reserve Board 
Chaiman Burns, who recently proposed 
to cure unemployment by putting job­ 
less workers into government service at 
salaries below the minimum wage 
Meany said Burns' proposal “ may well 
be” thè administration's program He 
said Burns’ objective is to employ 
workers at “ coolie wages” — less that 
$4.200 a year — and destroy the present 
system of unemployment insurance 
“ In other words,” Meany said, “ Dr. 
Burns’ disastrous program for the last 
six and a half years is not enough In ad­ 
dition to high unemployment and in­ 
flation, he wants to destroy all the 
social gains of the past 40 years “ 
“ Poor Arthur, there he is lost in time 


and place, drooling over his buttermilk 
in a world that is just too much for him 
to bear,” he said. 
Meany said Ford could “ see to it that 
Dr. Bums’ program for permanent 
economic stagnation is not carried 
forward " But. he said, “ there is no in­ 
dication that Mr. Ford will take any ac­ 
tion designed to put America back to 
work " 
Although Ford replaced Richard M 
Nixon as President, Meany said, “ the 
sad fact is that when it comes to 
economic and foreign policies President 
Ford is still playing by the old Nixon 
script.”

He said the UFW faces “ collusion" 
between the wealthy state agriculture 
industry and the Teamsters “ Perhaps 
someday when the Teamsters of this na­ 
tion realize the shameful procedure be­ 
ing conducted by their leaders, maybe 
they may have a change of mind and 
come back, come back not into the AFL- 
CIO. but at least come back to the point 
where they can call themselves a trade 
union ”

Total unemployment in September 
totaled 7 8 million workers, unchanged 
from August when rounded off Total 
employment also was unchanged at 85 4 
million But gains of 180.000 jobs reduced 
unemployment slightly, resulting in the 
small monthly decline 
The 83 per cent jobless rate for 
September was the lowest since the 8 2 
per cent level registered in February 
Commissioner Julius Shishkin of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, appearing 
before a hearing of Congress’ Joint 
Economic Committee, said the drop in 
total unemployment was small. Tlie rate 
remained high by “ historical stan­ 
dards,” he said 
He said factory employment actually 
increased by 182.000 in September That 
total and the 162.000 more jobs in 
manufacturing for August showed the 
most substantial gain in nearly two 
years.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Brown administration has drop­ 
ped plans to give California 
drivers a 10 per cent rebate 
next year in vehicle registra­ 
tion fees, which would have 
amounted to about $3.60 per car 
owner. 
Business and Transportation 
Secretary Donald Bums Thurs­ 
day said the rebate proposal 
was cancelled in favor of using 
the money to obtain $125 million 
in threatened federal highway 
funds 
The rebate was intended for 
all of California’s 16 million 
motor vehicle owners who will 
have to register their cars and 
trucks twice next year when the 
state 
Department of 
Motor 
Vehicles converts to a year- 
round registration system. 
On Aug. 16, the department 
officially announced its plan to 
grant the rebate to reimburse 
motorists for the inconvenience 
of switching to the new system, 
under which some will register 
their vehicles for seven months 
and others for up to 18 months.

It was chilly from Maine to 
Arkansas and Tennessee early 
today with frost or freeze warn­ 
ings posted for parts of 16 
states.

NASA awarded Rockwell’s 
Space Division the contract to 
design and develop the shuttle 
orbiter and to be the integrator 
for the complete space shuttle

The supplemental agreement 
signed this week incorporates 
authorizations for the building 
of two shuttle orbiters. a struc­ 
tural test vehicle, and provides 
for the approach and landing 
tests at Edwards AFB.

State cancels plan to give 
10% auto registration rebates 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Brown administration has drop­ 
ped plans to give California 
drivers a 10 per cent rebate 
next year in vehicle registra­ 
tion fees, which would have 
amounted to about $3.60 per car 
owner. 
Business and Transportation 
Secretary Donald Bums Thurs­ 
day said the rebate proposal 
was cancelled in favor of using 
the money to obtain $125 million 
in threatened federal highway 
funds. 
The rebate was intended for 
all of California’s 16 million 
motor vehicle owners who will 
have to register their cars and 
trucks twice next year when the 
state Department of Motor 
Vehicles converts to a year- 
round registration system. 
On Aug. 16. the department 
officially announced its plan to 
grant the rebate to reimburse 
motorists for the inconvenience 
of switching to the new system, 
under which some will register 
their vehicles for seven months 
and others for up to 18 months.

It was chilly from Maine to 
Arkansas and Tennessee early 
today with frost or freeze warn­ 
ings posted for parts of 16 
states 
In the North Atlantic, hurri­ 
cane Gladys still packed winds 
up to 120 miles per hour as it

northeast about 300 
miles off Newfoundland. The 
storm was moving at 45 mph 
and could bring heavy rain to 
southeast Newfoundland today. 
Other parts of the country 
had more mild weather today,

In the West, temperatures 
were in the 40s in the northern 
Rockies but changed to the 50s 
and 60s farther south.

As a reward to his crew for 
extra work, Stevenson permit­ 
ted Cat Futch to perform 
topless on the sub’s superstruc­ 
ture as it sailed out of Port 
Canaveral, Fla., July 10 
Crew 
and

had 
become enamored of the go-go 
dancer at the Cork Club in 
Cocoa Beach 
“I know quite a bit about the 
Navy,” she said after the inci­ 
dent came to light, “and 1 never 


saw such a smiling bunch of 
men go out to sea. It really 
boosted morale and it didn't 
hurt them — or me." 
For the time being. Stevenson 
will remain in the desk job in 
Norfolk. Va.. to which he was

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In­ 
terest on your checking account 
— and a checking account 
wherever you want, in your 
bank, savings and loan associa­ 
tion or credit union at work — is 
the promise of a bill approved 
Thursday by the Senate Bank­ 
ing Committee 
The measure would bring 
about the most far-reaching 
changes in the banking world 
since 1933, when the govern­ 
ment. shaken by bank failures, 
moved to limit how much banks 
could compete 
One step was to limit how 
much interest banks and sav­ 
ings and loans could pay pas­ 
sbook savers The ceiling now is 
5 per cent in banks, 5 25 per 
cent in savings and loans as­ 
sociations The ceilings would 
vanish by 1981 under the bill's 
provisions. 
Consequently, 
to 
attract 
depositors, banks and other in­ 
stitutions could offer higher in­ 
terest rates both on passbook 
accounts and certificates of 
deposit 
And money in checking ac­ 
counts. which now earns money 
for the bank but not the account 
holder, would be able to draw 
interest 
The administration backs the 
bill in line with its drive to relax 
government regulation of in­ 
dustry The bill must still pass 
the Senate and House

- botched a robbery attempt at

The Dons lost their season opener to Santa Maria 14-6 by 
playing giveaway — two key fumbles and a pair of punts that 
traveled a total of 28 yards and set up touchdowns But Santa 
Barbara came back last week to shut out Hoover High of San 
Diego 14-0. 
“Their only weakness.” commented Warren, “ is that they 
haven’t played well as a team yet, although I ’m sure they 
will this week. We will have to play error-free football to 
win.” 
The Dons anticipated having somd troubles this year, since 
they had only two returning starters and seven returning let- 
termen 
Even the Dons’ coach is new Mike Moropoulos took over 
for Sam Cathcart this year when Cathcart retired after 19 
years as head coach 
The Braves will be working with a few new faces 
themselves tonight, especially on the offensive line, where 
injuries and poor play last week have necessitated some 
changes 
Of the six up-front blockers who started last week, only 
center Dwight Kirkland and tight end Jerry Tolstad will be 
starting again tonight 
Guards Brad Burbridge and Steve Miliate will sit out the 
action with a sore foot and a concussion, respectively. 
Tackle Rob Coe. who had a good game last week, will miss 
tonight’s with an injured knee. The other tackle, Rick 
Dimitt, will be replaced by Rick Walker, who will also start 


at his usual defensive tackle spot. Dave Huyck will fill in for 
Coe. linebacker Rick McDonald will take Miliate's spot, and 
Bob Zook will play for Burbridge 
The Braves, who started the season with only one two- 
platoon player, Bruce Nix, now have four two-way players, 
including sophomore fullback-linebacker Mike Walker. 
Walker was named Lompoc’s Player of the Week against 
San Marcos for his blocking, tackling (eight tackles, four as­ 
sists), and running (11 carries for 45 yards). 
Santa Barbara, in its first two games, has done little pass­ 
ing. completing six for 93 yards. By comparison, Lompoc 
quarterback Chuck Van Allen has completed 15 of 35 for 170 
yards 
The Don running attack is built around fullback Greg 
Brous (6*0, 205), who has gained 78 yards in 23 carries, and 
halfback Mike Jacinto, who has rushed for 101 yards in 25 
carries. Lompoc’s leading rusher is tailback Calvin Boler, 
who has 109 yards in 30 carries. 
The Braves have a good shot at going into league play with 
a 2-2 record, but to do so they will have to improve on their 
last two performances. 
“ We will play with much more intensity and desire,”

CINCINNATI (U PI) - With a cast including Johnny 
Bench. Tony Perez. Willie Stargell and Dave Parker, you’d 
figure the National League playoffs for a slugfest. 
Maybe not. 
And not necessarily because of any so-called “ ace” 
pitchers, either. 
A combination of television and the sun could cause the 
Saturday and Sunday games here between the Cincinnati 
Reds and Pittsburgh Pirates to be close, low-scoring af­ 
fairs. 
With a deep bow to television schedule-makers, baseball 
officials are starting the games at 4 p.m. (EDT). 
And from 4 p.m. on the sun shines on Riverfront Stadium 
at a curious angle leaving the batter in the shade trying to 
see pitches zooming out of a bright background that begins 
around the pitcher’s mound 
Two years ago the playoff games began at 4 p.m here and 
the Reds—also loaded with sluggers then—scored a grand 
total of two runs. 
So, Reds manager Sparky Anderson has had his team prac­ 
ticing from 4 p.m. to 6 p m all week long, when the Pirates 
come in for their only workout, Anderson also reserved the 
field for 4 p.m. The Pirates had to settle for 1 to 3:30 p.m. 
Mainly because of the Reds season mark. 108 victories. 
Nevada oddsmakers have made the Reds a 3-2 favorite to 
win the playoffs.

It is no 
wonder that there is criticism 
with so much money involved.

of the program at hearings of 
his Senate Agriculture Com­ 
m ittee’s 
subcommittee 
on 
agricultural 
research 
and 
general legislation. 


The first phase of the review 
will open next Tuesday with 
four days of hearings and the 
last 
phase 
will 
come 
in 
November with another round 
of hearings. 
We believe, as with many 
other programs, that reviews 
are 
necessary 
to establish 
greater 
efficiency. 
We 
sincerely hope that the review 
of the food stamp program 
will not be construed as an ef­ 
fort to dismantle the program 
or to deny its benefits to those 
it was intended to help. 
Reforms should be commit­ 
ted to permit fulfillment of 
the objectives of the program 
— a decent diet for those in 
real need, at the least possible 
cost to the taxpayer — and to 
identify the extent of fraud 
and cheatings and to take the 
necessary steps to prevent it.

Wilbur Mills 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - It was the 
woman what turned him wrong, assured­ 
ly, but one year. Oct. 7, after his dis­ 
astrous private life was made public 
Wilbur Mills has reason to be thankful. 
Sobered in a variety of ways over the 
months, reduced by humiliation to the 
level of everyman. the congressman 
from Arkansas says by 
the time the nation 
learned of his indiscre­ 
tions 
he 
was 
so 
debilitated 
by 
pills, 
alcoholism and Fanne 
Foxe he was very near 
death. 
“ I’m glad the thing 
in Boston happened,” 
he explained, referr­ 
ing to the night he 
cam e bleary-eyed out 
of an audience to join 
Miss Foxe the stripper 
in the spotlight of a sweat-stained sup- 
perclub 
stage. 
He 
says 
he 
doesn’t 
remember the event precisely, having 
consumed “ five quarts of vodka” in the 
previous 24 hours, but he’s sure the 
publicity that destroyed his career may 
have saved his life: “ If I’d have gone on 
like that. I’d have been dead in two 
months ” 
Remembering such tim es is quite 
naturally laborious for the man. Time is 
a great healer but his cancer was deep 
Seated in his Capitol Hill office, the 
finest in Congress, surrounded by the 
memories of better tim es (there are 16 
framed magazine cover stories about 
Mills on his walls), words about the 
Argentine Firecracker and days of the 
drunk come hard It is in fact only when 
he escorts a visitor out of the offices, and 
into the less venerated hallways that 
Mills lets go. Cigarette in his teeth, his 
hand waving to passing gawkers. he talks 
like a man who uses conversation as 
therapy: 
“ I haven’t had a drink 
in seven 
months, and I don't intend to have one 
ever again Hell. I can’t have one. even 
one If I did I’d get drunk. I’d be gone 
Alcoholism is a progressive thing and if I 
started again I'd be worse than ever, if I 
drank two fifths a day before I’d drink 
three fifths a day now It’s like tuber­ 
culosis. there is no cure You can arrest 
it. but not get rid of it I've got to stay 
sober. Fortunately for me, I want to stay 
sober.” 
There is of course the touch of the alibi 
to Mills' emphatic sobriety Bad judg­ 
ment being less easy to explain than 
mental illness, he has of late taken to dis­ 
m issing his activities of a year ago by 
disclaim ing responsibility Recent state­ 
m ents by Miss Foxe that she was once 
pregnant by the congressman are — as 
all the ugly incidents of the period — 
turned away bv Mills who pleads he 
“ was so drunk most of the tim e” he can’t 
rem em ber. 
Critics of the lawmaker, and some of

his friends as well, believe he uses the 
alcoholism as a convenience, and he has 
still not admitted, even as his peer Teddy 
Kennedy, that his actions were the stuff 
of human not liquid chemistry. 
Yet official Washington accepts the 
alibi, for the most part, if for no other 
reason than deference to the 16-term 
representative, 
and perhaps because 
there are few in town who have not. to 
som e degree, m essed up their own 
private lives through stupidity. Besides, 
there is the feeling the man has suffered 
enough, too much considering that all he 
did was hurt himself. 
Says one senator along this line, ‘i'm 
not going to comment on Wilbur Mills 
anymore, except to say I admire him. He 
sank to the bottom but he didn’t give up. 
he didn’t drown It takes a strong kind of 
courage for him to stay in Washington, 
amid all the giggles, and by God I salute 
him. Let’s leave him be, let’s let him 
keep what dignity he has left.” 
To this end, it should be said Wilbur 
Mills has retained considerable dignity. 
His power is gone but his presence re­ 
mains 
and 
his 
good 
judgment 
has 
returned Even Fanne Foxe. a dreary, 
selfish, morally grotesque woman, can 
no longer ruffle the old patsy. Asked 
about the stripper’s current efforts to 
capitalize bv confession on the Tidal 
Basin relationship, Mills says he is 
bothered but not angered and has “no in­ 
tention” of replying in kind. “ I will say 
only that I do not remember many of the 
things she says she remem bers ” 
It has been 12 months now, Wilbur 
Mills is a broken human being. Fanne 
Foxe is. however, still not a freckle on 
his hand, and the rest of us perhaps have 
sniggered 
enough 
As 
for 
morality, 
should we consider titilation? “ Learn 
what a people glory iii,” said Jam es 
Martineau, “and you may learn much of 
both the theory and practice of their 
m orals.” 


There are stirrings in West Europe

In West Germany a recent survey 
suggests that something is at work on the 
ethos 
of 
profoundly 
alarming 
con­ 
sequence. If one. had to select the country 
that has most greatly prospered since 
the ravages of the second world war, all 
indicators would single out West Ger­ 
many. Here was not only the rubble of an 
atomized country, but the awful cor­ 
porate sense of shame at having been 
dominated by a mad savage who was a 
popular leader. The Germans worked 
hard, and sincerely, for their prosperity, 
and their democratic freedoms. 
Suddenly things are beginning to go 
sour. A recent survey shows that among 
workers under the age of 30, 39 per cent, 
if given the opportunity, would elect not 
to work at all. The corresponding figure 
in 1962 was 22 per cent. The indisposition 
to work, then, has alm ost doubled in a 
dozen years. And hearken to this: In the 
age group between 16 and 20, a total of 76 
per cent would just as soon not have to 
work. 
No doubt there are those who will find 
nothing in the least unusual about the 
figures. Work can be very unpleasant, 
and sloth achieved its standing as one of 
the capital sins in virtue of the social 
recognition that that which is unpleasant 
has nevertheless to be done. But the do­ 
ing of it does not make it pleasant. 
Dishes have to be washed, and fences 
painted, but it takes a con-man like Tom 
Sawver to persuade people that it is fun 
to do it. The substitute for Tom Sawyer 
in a modem society is an ethos — the 
work ethos. It was known intuitively for 
thousands of years that people feel bet-

ter after exerting them selves. Modem 
psychologists, as usual certifying the ob­ 
vious, establish that work is necessary to 
a sense of mental well-being. Sir Harold 
Nicolson wrote that “industry is the 
er\,emy of m elancholy.” 
So what does it mean when three 
quarters of the young people of the most 
enterprising and industrious nation on 
earth decide, with som e suddenness, that 
thev would just as soon not have to work 
for a living9 Politically, the meaning of 
their decision is obvious. They are boob- 
bait for the demagogues of the left who 
will whisper to them how they can get it 
for nothing. — how. in the phrase of 
Albert Jay Nock, they can substitute 
political for economic means of aggran­ 
dizing wealth What then happens, we all 
know, everyone gets poorer, and there 
are fresh reasons — or are there — for 
m isery9 
The surveys seem to be telling us that 
the standard of the bourgeois world are 


not accepted by people who rise up into 
that world by commanding high salaries 
in the free market. It is, says Professor 
Noelle-Neumann of the Aliensback In­ 
stitute for Opinion Research, the other 
way 
around 
The 
(London) 
Times 
paraphrases. 
“The 
bourgeoisie 
are 
adopting not only the blue jeans but also 
the social values of the workers. Over 10 
years, she finds, there has been a steady 
decline in traditionally bourgeois values 
such as respect for property, hard work, 
politeness, 
modesty, 
thrift, 
and 
the 
belief that one is responsible for one’s 
own 
fate. 
There 
has 
been 
a 
cor­ 
responding spread of what she perhaps 
libelously 
describes 
as 
traditionally 
lower class attitudes such as lack of in­ 
terest in work, avoidance of effort and 
risk, 
the 
desire 
for 
immmediate 
gratification, doubts about the fairness 
of rewards and fatalism about status.” 
Here was an interesting question put to 
the respondents. A father has to decide 


which of his two sons to send on an ex­ 
change visit to England. He resolves on 
the one who has been getting the best 
grades in school. Obvious? “TTie percen­ 
tage of people who approved his decision 
dropped from 62 to 48 between 1962 and 
1972. In another question two secretaries 
of the sam e age do the same work but 
one gets paid more because she works 
better and faster. “ Right,” said 73 per 
cent in 1962 — but only 62 per cent in 
1972 
Patrick Moynihan, who continues to 
startle the free world as well as the un- 
free world, made bold to say on televi­ 
sion a couple of weeks ago that some 
countries are not as well off as they 
ought to be — Argentina, for example. 
But what do you do when the ethos begins 
to go? How do you revive it? TTie trick is 
to do something about it quickly, because 
if you let it go too late, a big jackbooted 
man usually appears, and he carries a 
lash.

Christmas — the number of children in 
America may be dwindling but their ap­ 
petite for toys isn’t. They still want dolls 
that eat and caterpillars that creep, and 
their parents still shell out $4.5 billion 
dollars worth of toys a year. 
That figure for 1974 represents an in­ 
crease of seven per 
cent over the previous 
year’s 
sales, 
ac­ 
cording to the Bank of 
America 
In California, where 
there 
are 
more 
children, more dollars 
are spent on toys than 
in any other state. 
Hobby 
and 
craft 
merchandising, 
bolstered by renewed 
interest in crafts and 
hobbies, 
has 
burgeoned into a billion-dollar-a-year in­ 
dustry. the B of A reports. Between 1963 
and 1973, yearly national sales tripled to 
$1.2 billion. 
According to the B of A report, one of 
the major problems besetting the toy and 
craft retailer is shoplifting, especially by 
youngsters. 
One 
manager 
estim ates 
shoplifters cost him up to one per cent of 
sales a year. “ Pint-size pilferers.” he 
adds, “ hit the stores in predictable pat­ 
terns The first wave converges right 
after school is out for the summer. A se­ 
cond. more intensive stealing spree oc­ 
curs a few days before school reopens 
in the fall.”

Time a-wastin' 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - New sur­ 
veys by men who devote their time to 
studying international investment and 
spending indicate the full effects of the 
world petroleum cartel’s major oil price 
boosts of 1973 and 1974 haven’t yet been 
felt. 


The worst is yet to come. 
These higher energy 
costs — much like a 
major sudden increase 
in taxes — obviously 
leave 
us 
consumers 
with 
less money to 
spend for other things. 
So we buy less, keep­ 
ing industrial produc­ 
tion below capacity, 
unemployment 
high 
and production at inef­ 
ficient 
levels. 
Recovery 
is 
slowed 
immeasurably. 


This is only a part of the problem. The 
oil cartel countries, which for a time fun- 
neled major portions of their new-found 
petrodollars into loans and investment, 
are gradually investing and loaning less 
proportionately and buying more. 


Though this shift does stimulate some 
companies producing industrial equip­ 
ment, 
military 
hardware and other 
specialized goods, it is obvious the buy­ 
ing patterns of the oil cartel nations as a 
group are of little help to most of the 
m ass production, consumer goods — in­ 
dustries on which our prosperity has 
relied this last decade or so. While heavy 
industry has been a very important com­ 
ponent of our growing gross national 
product, the consumer market and the 
services industries have provided the 
“ kicker" to keep growth great enough to 
employ our growing pool of workers 


Unfortunately, however, much of the 
buying by the richer oil cartel nations 
tends toward 
those industrial goods 
which directly and indirectly employ 
less labor per dollar of sales than those 
products listed above, on which our own 
spending has been cut back because of 
higher energy costs 


Unless this country, and others so af­ 
fected, finds a solution to the continuing 
energy dependency crisis, we may be in 
for high unemployment as far as the eye 
can see in the future. 


Because most other countries have 
been harder hit than we, they, in turn, 
most increasingly restrict imports of 
consumer goods to m eet the delayed ef­ 
fects of the cartel’s oil price increases, 
which threaten to get worse. 


As with New York City, there comes a 
time when credit runs out and all the 
quick and easy fixes have been ex­ 
hausted. 


Here again, these cutbacks and hold 
downs in what foreign countries buy here 
and what they buy from American firms 
and subsidiaries operating worldwide, 
will intensify the pressures on employ­ 
ment and on economic stability in the 
United States. 


With this stark outlook, it passes all 
understanding that President Ford and 
Congress have not moved with greater 
urgency to conserve the use of energy by 
stimulating more efficient industrial and 
household usage, or to step up the pace at 
which we develop alternate and more ef­ 
ficient substitutes. 
We have in hand, without further 
research, 
the ability to reduce our 
dependence on foreign oil by a signifi­ 
cant percentage. The techniques for 
more efficient use are known. They have 
been adopted by a few companies in a 
few industries in the U.S. and abroad. 
We kiiow already how to use heat more 
efficiently in our homes. There are ef­ 
ficient. low-cost ways in which to use a 
greater amount of solar energy that 
require no new knowledge. And there are 
some areas — such as the development 
of cheap ways of extracting much of the 
polluting material from coal — where 
breakthroughs seem possible with more 
research 
The final solution will take two to three 
decades or more A partial solution is at 
hand if the President and Congress 
would stop posturing and get on with the 
job 
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
